G.S.R. 249 (E).—in exeicise of the powers conferred by sub-scctions (1) and clauses (i)and (n) of sub-section (2) of section 44 and read 
with section 32 of the Road Transport Corporations Act, 1950 (64 of 1950) as applicable to the Union Territory of Delhi the Central 
Government hereby makes the following rules; namely : — 

1, Short Title and Commencement.—(1) These rules may be called the Delhi Transport Corporation (Budget Forms) Rules, 1981. 

(2) They shall come into force on the 1st day of April, 1981. 

3. Dcflnitioas.'—In these rules, unless context otherwise requires, 

(a) ’Act’ means the Road Transport Corporations Act, 1950 (64 of 1950) 

(b) "Chaii man" means Chairman of the Corporation ; 

(c) "Chief Accounts Officei" means Chief Accounts Officer of the Corporation. 

(d) "Corporation" means the Delhi Transport Corporation established under the Act. 

(c) “Schedule” means a Schedule annexed to their rules. 

(f) "Bonn!” means the Board of Directors for the Corporation. 

1, Forms of Budget (i) The Budget of the Corporation shall contain the following information 

(i) detailed estimates of expendituje on capital account ; 

(ii) detailed estimates (a) receipts and (b) expenditure on revenue accounts. 

(iii) a detailed estimate of contributions from Central Government and other receipts on capital account to be exhibited under various 
heads to show the nature of the receipts and a summary of accounts due to and by the Central Government. 

(iv) expenditure statement regarding funds, deposits and advances. 

(v) a detailed statement of the appropriation of net profits. 

(vi) cash account of Delhi Transport Corporation Fund, 

(vii) summary of the financial resufts of the working of the Corporation. 

2. (a) The Budget estimates shall give the anticipated receipts and expenditure for the financial year to which it pertains under the 
major, minor, subordinate and detailed heads of uccount in the forms in the Schedule to these rules.

4. Procedure for forwai ding budget to Central Government.—f (a) The Budget estimate for any year shall be laid before the Board on 
or before the 1st November, of the previous year and after it is approved by the Board shall be forwarded on or before 30th Novemiber 
to the Central Government for approval. 

(b) The Central Government shall approve ihe budget beforo the 30th January, after making such amendments and alterations as 
it considers necessary 

2 (a) The Budget thus amended or altered and approved shall constitute the budget of (he Corporation for the ensuing financial year 
and shall be issued under the sell of the Corporation and signed by the Officer or Officers of the Corporation duly authorised in this 
behalf. 

(b) Authenticated copies of the budget shall be forwarded to the Government on oi before 15th February, 

5. Excess Expcndituie:—(1) If during the course of a year it become necessary to incur expenditure over and above the provisions 
made in the budget, the Corporation shall immediately forward to the Central Government the details of (he proposed expenditure along 
with the manner in which it is proposed to meet the additional expenditure. 

(2) No such expenditure shall be incurred until the same is sanctioned by the Central Government and authenticated copies of such 
sanction shall be forwarded to (1) the Chief Accounts Officer of the Corporation, (2) the Pay and Accounts Officer, Transport Wing, Ministry 
of Shipping and Transport, (3) Member, Audit Board and Ex-Officio Directoi of Commercial Audit.
